Kay Donovan, Superintendent of Schools was present with Allan Tosti, Chair of the Finance Committee and John Cole, Chair of 
the Permanent Town Building Committee. They informed the Board of their concern about the increasing cost of the school 
renovation projects. The Chairman commented that this subject is clearly one of paramount importance and that they should all 
meet ag^in in the near future to discuss the matter at length. 

Article 46 - Endorsement of CDBG Application - Comment Period 

Mr. Hurd recommended funding for the Peirce School Playground at $150,000. Mr. Lyons commented that the funds would not 
be taken from Affordable Housing Mr. Lyons suggested considering funding the playground over a period of two years at 
$75,000 per year. The Chainnan recommended that the Board request that the Director of Planning report to the Board with a 
possible funding strategy. The Board restated its commitment to funding the full $150,000. 

Mr. Lyons commented on a request of $25,000 from the Arlington Housing Authority to explore expansion of Affordable Housing 
opportunities at Drake Village. Mr. Lyons reported that he would be meeting with the Executive Director relative to the matter to 
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consider whether the program could be a 50/50 match in funding. 

The Board will consider the final application on M ay 7, 2001. 

Mr. Greeley inquired about the funding for the volunteer coordinator submitted by the Council on Aging.
